to llygeia, If the dishwater contains 
O- Û per cent, of ordinary yellow or 
brown bar ao,T,p the pneiiniocoocua 
which cause piieunionia, .md llie 
streptococcus, which appears to be 
associated wjih varioiis types of in- 
fections of the ncse, Ihfotit, oars and 
chp.3t. as well ns with various special 
infections disease.'. both would lie 
cliTnln.n.ted . 

Tho simple uhai.TCter and' practical 
lialuro of these f.-icL« h;ivc cjiujied C>t^ 
John K. Walker, of tho laboratory ser 
vico of the .Army and Navy 'General 
I]o.si)iial. in Hoi Springs, Ark, to 
undertake a now invcatigalion of 
soaps as 1.0 tliclr value In killing 
bucleria, and he has just made Ihe 
work public thr'oiiph the Journal of 
infectious diiic.tscE 

Dr. Walker f'nils, for inalance 
that raising 'he tcmperatturo of the 
soap solution will tncreaao 'ta ' power 
to kill germs so that typhoid germs 
uro killed in a soap solution that la 
only a,s warm as the temperature of 
the body, whefpas cold solution of 
soap will no! Ull: ih'jni. He found 
also that various soluUions of soap 
differ its to their action^ on various 
bacteria, for in.Mtnnce. the pneumococ- 
cus Is killed by n weak solution of 
one or the sodium ingrodlonts that 
oniers into .«Oiin ■l^ll'^rft;ls the typ- 
hoid baoillus is not Brfv«cti;il by tho 
.Manic jiulislancc in a concentration 
'.Wo .thousand time.; ;is strong. 

It is known thai Siiaps have a 
marked affect in lonerinj; ilu.- inirfacp 
tcn.Mlon cr, in othe, words, ihe physi- 
cal conditions .lurrouiidlng Ijacteri.i, 
.nnd that' this ma>'" have some part 
in causing tlici.- destruotion. For in- 
stance, if a concentrated solution of 
still i:.' placed on one side of a mcin- 
brano, and a ïtolution of dis- 
tilled water on tJic other adc, 
there will be a t"ndcncy for tho sail 
in the salt solution to pass through 
ihr membranp_., Intç,,. the unsalted 
v.-.'iter until the eoltitloriii on each side 
me of approximuteiy tYth same salt 
vlrenslh. 

W'.icn a conceniraied solutioD of 
Boap is placed aroung a Pimple cell, 
Kuch as a bacterial organism, there 
would nalairaJIy Ul a tendency for 
lnicrchang« though the wall of the 
organism which would result in It.» 
death . 

Vaiiou.-t baciuHa differ a.s lo ilio 
composition of their surfaces. some of 
them havo capiiuilca- around their 
walls, others have llltle projections 
whicCi serve to aid their motion. It 
is apparent that the relative thick- 
ncsB of the wall tnd it perm*a.billlty 
to BubsL-inces frjii. without naay play 
some part in its rtnction to the map 
■olutlons. 

From the prarUual point of %'iew. 
It IS inlerosling lo know that the or- 
ganism iha*. cjj,u»tf! pneumonia is 
most Musceptible iit all to the various 
ingriMilents of soao and dies very 
quickly under lnfluc-nce.<i of a soap 
HOlutioii. Tjie .streplococriJM is killed 
allhougb not quite so roadily, by the 
(«tme Hoaps i'.iat kill the pneumococ- 
cus. Thf typhoid organism is re- 
sistant of soaps of unsaturated acids, 
which kill the pncumococcua.

of others. 

We look lo tho collège man to 
ftu-ni!ih an example for Ics.s fortim- 
Hte men, and the fact thai li'..s in- 
consideratlon is caused l>.y a lack of 
thought does not mitigate the poor 
example he sets. College students do 
noi think or they would be more 
considerate. Hut lookins at rcHUlts 
we must Judge that the college stu- 
dents of today is not as much a 
:;cntleman was the student of
